men younger than 20, the average 
age of the combat army “has risen 
to a point not at all acceptable to 
the War Department.” —

Asked by Senator Hill (Dem.), 
Alabama, whether passage of the 
18-19 year old bill would “take the 
strain off the older men with de- 
. pendents,” the General said he 
thought so. 

“I am looking into it to see what 
we can do about getting them back 
home,” he said, “not only about 
getting them back,\but how quick- 
ly we can get them back.” 

38-Year-Old Privates. 

Even in amphibious divisions, 
which will be called on to do 
what he described as “toughest 
kind of fighting,” he said he had 
found 38-year-old privates.

City, County Committees 
Prepare for Campaign 
in Stores and Office 


Scrap metal piles in school yards 
of St. Louis and St. Louis County 
continued to grow today as 150,000 
elementary pupils pushed energeti- 
cally forward in a collection cam- 
paign which up to last night had 
yielded approximately 5700: tons 
(11,400,000 pounds) of material for 
war weapons. 

Meanwhile, the Scrap Metal 
Committee in St. Louis, of which 


E.G. Cherbonnier is chairman, and 


the St. Louis County General Sal- 
vage Committee, with Mayor Matt 
C. Fogerty of University City as 
chairman, worked on plans for a 
con effort next week to “get 
in the scrap” from stores, restau- 
rants, office buildings, hotels and 
other places of business. 

The total scrap metal collected 
in city and county since the start 
of this campaign rose to 18,216 
tons today. This includes heavy 
scrap from industries and special 
projects reported to the War Pro- 
duction Board, as well as the 
school collection. The heavy scrap 
sources have accounted for 25,032,- 
302 pounds. 

The grand total of 18,216 tons ap-' 
plies against a quota of 72,000 tons. 
The school collection of 5700 tons 
applies against a quota of 9360 
tons of general scrap, included in 
the over-all quota, 

The impetus of the successful 
school campaign already has af- 
fected large industries and other 
commercial egtablishments, as re- 
ports show a stepping up of scrap 
metal receipts from those sources.

WILLKIE ARRIES 
AT CAPITAL 1 
~ SEF ROOSEVELT 


Ends Six-Week Tour of 
World _ Battlefronts— 
Wants to Report to 
Roosevelt. Today.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP),.— 
Wendell. L. Willkie returned from 
a six-week tour of world battle 
fronts late today and immediately 
made arrangements to report to 
President. Roosevelt. 


He said on landing shortly after 
4 p. m. in a four-motored Army 
bomber which had taken him 
around much of the world, that he 
was “damn glad te be back.” ~ 


He said he would go immedi- 
ately to a hotel and call the White 
House to see if he could report to 
the President later today. He 
added he hoped to go to New York 
tonight. 

Greeting him at the national air- 


port were répresentatives of the 
Army Air Transport Command, 

Willkie, fresh from the front 
lines in Egypt, Russia and China 
—he did not get to the South Pa- 
cific—rested at Minneapolis last 
night after a 1100-mile non-stop 
flight from Edmonton, Alberta. He 
left the battle fields of China only 
five days ago. ' 

His plans after meeting the Pres- 
ident include a “full report” of his 
trip to the public and a visit to 
his Indiana home for a_ rest. 
Whether the report would precede 
his trip to Indiana and how he 
been announced.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP),—

The legislation was requested by 
James F. Byrnes, the new economic 
stabilization director, in an appear- 
ance before the committee earlier 
today. 

The committee struck from the 
bill, introduced by Steagall, a stipu- 
lation that rents and rates should 
be regulated as nearly as practic- 
able at Sept. 15, 1942 levels, and 
left open the way for the President 
or his designated agency to fix 
rents at whatever levels were 
deemed necessary to prevent infla- 
tion, control living costs, and aid 
in effective prosecution of the war.

rents and rates, 

‘Representative Wolcott (Rep.), 
Michigan, had contended that 
under under the language of the 
measure originally introduced the 
Government would be able to say 
who could occupy or use private 
property. Byrnes testified, how- 
ever, that this was not the intent 
of the legislation. 

Byrnes told the,commitee that 
rentals in some instances had 
jumped as much as 200 per cent, 
notably in New York City. 

He. said it apparently was by 
“oversight” that Congress failed to 
embrace in the recently enacted 
anti-inflation law a provision for 
rent controls, as well as the war- 
time regulation of wages, salaries 
and prices. 


Tells of Reports. 


Reports have come in from vir- 
tually every state of rent increases, 
Byrnes said, particularly since Oct. 
1. These increases were noted on 
commercial property, including 
grocery stores, butcher and wear- 
ing apparel shops, as well as on 
residential. property. 

Under the general price control 
law ‘now in effect the. Office of 
Price Administration is empow- 
ered only to exercise rental con- 
trol powers on residential property 
in defense areas. | 

It issued an order early this 
month designating the entive na- 
tion as a defense area but is re- 
quired by law to wait for 60 days 
before assuming control of rents. 
This wait-is to give local author- 
ities an opportunity to make ad- 
justments and reduce rental levels 
to those of a designated date—

Fire, Apparently at 
Standstill on 51st Day 
of Battle.

MOSCOW, Oct. 14 (AP). — The 
blunted German salient reaching 
toward the Volga was narrowed 
further today by new Russian gains 
northwest and south of Stalingrad, 


and Soviet reports said that even 
in the debris-strewn streets of the 


‘city counterattacks had forced the 


Nazis back. 
Thus in the fifty-first day of the 
Stalingrad battle Adolf Hitler’s 
mightiest 1942 onstlaught appeared 
to have lost momentum, with bare- 
ly another month until the present 
biting chill of autumn on the 
steppes gives way to the second 
winter of the war in Russia. 
Aside from the sharp street com- 
bat-in which the defenders re 
gained positions. lost to short-lived 
Nazi attacks Monday, fighting’ in 
the ruins of the city was reverting 
to artillery and’ mortar dueling. 
“Our artillery destroyéd vo 
guns,. seven mortars cks 
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The Soviet high command said 
firing points along a suburban 
street and been retaken, 7 

The Army newspaper Red Star 
reported Russian troops advanced 
in two sectors on the steppes north- 
west of the city. It reported there 
were frequent local encounters in 
separate areas, 

A dispatch to the Communist 
party newspaper asserted that the 
Germans also had been. thrown 
back in a sector south of the city, 
and that advancing Red Army 
troops seized a basic point in the 
Nazi lines and held it against coun- 
terattacks. 

Soviet tank forces, following. up 
an attack which forced back ad- 
vanced enemy units of the German 
flank northwest of the city, were 
officially reported to have “killed 
about 300 Hitlerites, destroyed four 
guns, eight mortars, 20 machine 
guns and several trucks with sup- 
plies.” : 

Twenty-two snipers were said to 
have killed 323 Germans in two 
weeks of this battle. 

Action in Western Caucaseus. 

The noon communique said that 
southeast of, Novorossisk in the 
Western Caucasus Russian units 
were threatened by numerically su- 
perior enemy forces which pene- 
trated to their rear, but counter- 
attacked, cut off the task force 
from the main Axis body and, 
“using their advantageous posi- 
tions, killed about 400 Hitlerites.”

A native of Tipton, Mo., Parker 
had published a weekly newspaper 
in Calhoun, Henry County; was 
admitted to the Missouri bar in 
1896, and in 1922 was candidate for 
the Republican nomination for 
United States Senator. He made a 
fair showing in the St, Louis re- 
turns, but lacked political backing 
and was unable to make a thorough 
canvass of the State, so that his 
vote in other parts: of Missouri 
was small. 

He was born Sept. 19, 1866. His 
father was Thomas H. Parker and 
his mother Nancy Maxey Parker. 
He went from a farm to a printing 
office ag devil, and then into the 
weekly newspaper field. He 
wanted to go into the Army, so he 
turned the paper over to his part- 
ner, passed an’ examination for 
West Point and enrolled at the 
Military Academy, being graduated 
in the class of 1892. 

Early in his military service the 
young Lieutenant found time from 
his Army duties to study law, later 
employing his legal knowledge to 
good advantage in serving as as- 
sistant to the chief judge advocate 
in the Philippines and helping to 
establish a system of justice there. 

Favored Machine<Guns,. 

When machine guns first ap- 
peared, some Army leaders consid- 
ered them useful for riot duty but 
hardly for military combat. Park- 
er dissented from thfs judgment, 
and risked his life to demonstrate 
the ‘value of the new weapon. He 
commanded the Gatling Gun bat- 
tery at Santiago, Cuba, in 1898, 
and his superb showing won him 
the assignment to organize” the 
Army’s first machine gun detach- 
ment in 1903.

3 St. Louisans Tell of Sinking 
Of Astoria; Fought at Close Range 


Vain Effort to Patch Holes and Quench Fires 
Described—Men Took to Rafts in Shark- 
Infested Waters About Solomons. 


| HREE men of the St. Louis 
T area who were aboard the 
heavy cruiser Astoria when it 
was sunk in the battle for the 
Solomon Islands Aug. 9, were home 
on furlough today and told of their 
experiences patching the crippled 
ship and caring for wounded fol- 
lowing the brief but deadly fight 
in shark infested waters. : 
They were Ensign Raymond E. 
Ward, son of Thomas J. Ward, 
1729 North Jefferson avenue; Rich- 
ard E. Sondag, machinist’s mate, 
second class, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Emil Sondag, 4015 Juniata street, 
and William Emmerson,’ a metal- 
smith, second class, son of Mrs. 
Paul Schwesig, 1100 North Church 
avenue, Belleville. 
Ensign Ward told ai  Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the engage- 
ment was so brief that “very few 
of us had time to get our wits 
together before it was over. It 
lasted no longer than 15 minutes. 


Describes Battle. 

“I was at my battle’ station in 
the damage control, in charge of 
a repair party, when the battle be- 
gan. We heard planes overhead, 
and they dropped flares back of 
our transports. Then ‘we saw 
enemy warships and opened fire. 
Our guns appeared to have dis- 
charged a split second ahead of 
those of the Japanese ships. 

“Of the rest of the battle I can 
remember but little, except. that 


supplies when the Colonel’s men|we were busy trying to patch 


holes, fight fires and look after 
wounded. The engagement 


which I believe is the first time in 
history that ships of this size ever 
fought so closely together. 

“It appeared that the engage- 
ment was broken off by the Jap- 
anese. We learned later that their 
ships suffered considerable dam- 
age, although we do not know ex- 
actly how much. Apparently they 
kept going after being hit by our 
shells.” 


Transfers to Destroyer. 

Ensign Ward said he remained 
aboard the cruiser for two hours 
until he was ordered to get aboard 
a destroyer which had come along- 
side to take on survivors. He said 
he. did not see the Astoria sink 
but was told of it the next day. 
He described the conduct of the 
crew as excellent. | 
Ensign Ward is a brother of 
Leo Ward, traveling secretary of 
the St. Louis Cardinals, and of 
John Ward, treasurer of the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium. He has two 
other brothers, Tom Ward and 
Harry Ward, and four sisters, Mrs.

Louis, and Mrs. J. L. O’Neal of 
San Diego, Cal. Ensign and Mrs.

Machinist’s Account. 

Machinist’s Mate Sondag said he 
was at a throttle in the engine 
room when the order came to 
abandon ship. He said he came on 
deck and assisted in caring for the 
wounded for half an hour before 
he jumped over the side and swam 
to a life raft which carried 35 
other crewmen, most of them 
wounded. 

“We were on the raft about 10 
hours before we were picked up by 
a destroyer,” Sondag related. “De- 
stroyers had been standing by ever 
since we got into the water, but 
they could not take us aboard be- 
cause the enemy was in the vicin- 
ity and the crews had to remain 
at battle stations.” 


Destroyer crews machine-gunned 

sharks that swam near the life 
rafts, Sondag related. He said com- 
paratively few men aboard the 
Astoria were wounded. 
Sondag. enlisted in 1939. He is 
25 years old and worked with his 
father as a painter before joining 
the Navy. He is at home on a 20- 
day furlough. 


Emmerson’s Story. 

Emmerson, who is 25, told his 
mother nothing about the sinking 
of his ship until the Navy an- 
nouncement had been made public. 
He said the crew, which abandoned 
the ship shortly after it was struck 
by Japanese shells and torpedoes, 
made a valiant attempt to save it 
after rains had put out the fire, 
but.they were unsuccessful. 

“T got on a raft with another 
able-bodied man and several 
wounded sailors,” he said. “We 
drifted for seven or eight hours 
before we were picked up by an 
American ship and taken to a port 
east of Australia.” 

Four other. Nayy men of the St. 
Louis area were aboard one of the 
three heavy. cruisers,— Astoria 
Quincy and Vincennes—in the

RITICISM of Great Britain 

voiced in the latest issue of 

Life magazine has amazed the 
British more than it has hurt 
them—which is going some—be- 
cause of/the manner in which 
Henry Luce, publisher of the maga- 
zine, discounted the importance of 
such criticism when he was in 
England last February. 

At that time Luce said he 
thought there was “no reasoned 
criticism” of Britain in the United 
States. “A deal of what may ap- 
pear to you to be anti-British is 
actually anti-our-own-government 
in connection with some argument 
then going on, not only now but 
in times past, in times long past,” 
he told newspaper men in an open 
press conference. The conference 
was held on Feb, 26 and was pre- 
sided over by none other than 
Brendan Bracken, Minister of In- 
formation. 


Transcript Quoted. 

The official transcript of the 
preceedings contains the following 
answers: 

Q.—Mm what direction is public 
opinion expressed regarding India 
and Great Britain? 

Luce—I don’t know how to 
answer that, actually. I should 
think it comes out mostly in dis- 
cussion groups. One thing we have 
a great deal of in America is lec- 
ture series, and so on, and the 
question of India is very often 
brought up to the people who are 
lecturing in regard to the British 
Empire and the war. To a certain 
extent it is often used as the sub- 
ject with which to bait lecturers, 
representatives of the British Em- 
pire, anyway.

“Polyphonic Architecture” by Paul Klee, 
“Snowing” by Marc Chagall and “Bird 
Woman” by Fernand Leger, all purchased 
in 1942, are not only “names” but can- 
vases of importance for those interested 
in contemporary painting and that with 
the Kokoschka painting and Kollwitz 
portrait they hold their own even with 
the distinguished works on loan in the 
southwest galleries. 

Also, the Post-Dispatch’s comment con- 
cerning the Zurbaran still life seems ill- 
founded, since in 1941 the Museum pur- 
chased a small but exceedingly represen- 
tative canvas by Zurbaran well showing 
his “bare, grim painting of the monks of 
Estramadura” which the Post-Dispatch 
admittedly prefers. The present still life 
was selected for purchase, not because it 
was a “name,” but because it filled a 
need in the collections in which fine still-

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In spite of occasional disapproval of 
fits selections, the Museum feels confi- 
‘dent of the judgment and ability of those 
responsible for its purchases, and its only

Democracy—in practice as.well as profession— 
won a great victory yesterday in the House of Rep- 
resentatives when the branch of the national Govern- 
ment nearest the people voted 252 to 84 for the 
long-bottled-up Geyer-Pepper anti-poll tax bill. 

This bill has been described as “the greatest step 
toward political democracy inthe United States in 
22 years.” That is exactly what this already histgric 
measure is. ‘ ‘ 

Twenty-two years ago, the right to vote was ex- 
tended to women. The old discrimination at the 
polls was abolished and citizens whose only disquali- 
fication was that of sex were at last enabled to 
assume their rightful duties and obligations in 
public affairs. 7 | 

Yesterday the House, only two days after the anti- 
poll tax bill was pried from committee where it had 
been held for a year and a half through influence 
of Southern bourbons, overwhelmingly declared that 
the time has come to remove discriminations based 
on economic status. Today the issue is at the door 
of the United States Senate, calling for action. 

Whatever the case for the poll tax, which puts a 
generally prohibitive price on the right to vote in 
eight Southern states (Tennessee, Virginia, Arkan- 
sas, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi 
and Texas), its fervent backers in the House refused 
to be consistent in their appeal for the bill’s defeat. 

For what kind of democracy is it which denies 
the right to vote to the lower economic groups of 
Southerners—both white and Negro—but drafts these 
same persons into the Army to defend the very de- 
mocracy which disfranchises them? If*a man is 
good enough to fight for his country and to die for 
it if need be, why is he not good enough to partici- 
pate in its elections without payment of a fee? | 
But the inconsistency of the Rankins and the 
Colmers really reaches its peak in their insistence 
on counting these, disfranchised citizens for repre- 
sentation in the House of Representatives. The poor 
farmers and sharecroppers who are shut away from 
the polls nevertheless are enumerated, every one of 
them, when it comes to seats in Congress. 

This is not just a Southern issue by any means. 
The poll tax states elected 78 Representatives in 1940 
through participation of only 2,749,100 voters, or 11 
per cent of their population. In the same election, 
New York City elected but 26 Representatives 
through participation of 3,548,949 voters, or 46 per 
cent of its population. 

As a result, the poll tax states, operating on 
this rotten borough system, have an influence in 
national affairs out of all proportion to the voters 
represented. 

It is said in Washington that the Southerners in 
the Senate will probably attempt to filibuster this 
bill to death. That would be an outrage which would 
make a mockery of our entire war effort. The over- 
whelming vote in the House is a mandate to the 
Senate. The country is for all-out war for de- 


as abroad. 
The Geyer-Pepper bill should be passed without 
further delay. 
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MR. STIMSON CALLS FOR LOWER DRAFT AGE. 

If anything more than President Roosevelt's state- 
ment of Monday night were needed to launch speedy 
congressional action on lowering the draft age to 18, 
Secretary. of War Stimson’s letter of yesterday 
should provide it. Mr. Stimson, writing to Cirair- 
man May of the House Military Affairs Committee, 
is earnest and eloquent in pointing out that youth- 
ful vigor and énthusiasm will be a great asset to the 
Army, that “American youth is our strength and, 
despite our wishful thinking or the dictates of our 
hearts, the virility of our effort must take prece- 
dence.” 

The step has previously been urged by Mr. Stim- 
son, by Gen. Marshall, the Chief of Staff, and Gen. 
Hershey, the Selective Service Director. President 
Roosevelt also had approved last spring, but in later 
months had indicated that he considered postpone- 
mefit possible. Now that he has spoken out, and the 
Secretary of War has made a direct request for the 
legislation, congressional leaders are joining in sup- 
port of the measure. The long uncertainty is at an 
end, and also the fear that political considerations 
were delaying action. 

Now that the case has been made, it should not 
take Congress long to place a completed bill on the 
President’s desk. 
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CAUSE AND EFFECT. 

To the further distress of consumers, already 
worried by the stubbornness of some food prices in 
staying out from under ceilings, comes the news 
that Leon Henderson’s OPA is finding it necessary 
to close some of its regional offices. 

Just to keep cause and effect in clear sight: The 
OPA is short of money for rent and payrolls because 
Henderson wouldn't knuckle under to the Capitol 
Hill patronage peddlers a few months ago. If they 
couldn’t fill the jobs, they decided, there wouldn’t be 
very many. And they so voted. 
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POLICING THE BATTLE OF PRODUCTION. 
The Navy’s seizure of the plant of Triumph Ex- 
plosives, Inc., and those of five of its subsidiaries; 
and the Federal Bureau of Investigation’s arrest of 
two of the firm's employes and three civilian rep- 
resentatives of the Army and the Navy, can un- 
hesitatingly be proclaimed as acts for the good of 
the war effort. 
While a detailed explanation of the case was not 
published at, once, the White House announced that 
it grew out of bribes which amounted to probably 
more than $1,000,000 and definitely.endangered all- 
out production. It was further indicated that more 
irregularities may be disclosed. 
Prompt action in case of any breakdown .on the 
industrial front—espetially if crimes are suspected— 
not only means a minimum loss of supplies to the 
armed forces, but it also helps to reinforce the confi- 
dence of the people in those who are admisistering 
the details of the Battle of Production. 
The Government has the authority to renegotiate 
contracts which, for any reason, are out of line. This | 
is a routine function and in the great majority of 
cases it does not imply the least wrong-doing. It 
may mean no more than that a contract was entered 
into without any practical standard for determining 
costs and that later experience proved the estimates 
too high.

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COST OF THE CARTRIDGE PLANT STRIKE. 


The second strike within a month at the Bast 
Alton plant of the Western Cartridge Co. has ended. 


What has it cost? 
Since the capacity of this huge munitions factory 
is a military secret, the exact production loss from 


the three-day shutdown cannot be told. Figures are 


not needed, however, for anyone to know that the 
nation’s fighting men have been deprived of a vast 
amount of vitally needed ammunition. It is much 
as if the Japs or Germans had captured an American 
munitions dump, or a cargo of cartridges and shells 
had been lost at sea, or saboteurs had destroyed a 
filled warehouse at the plant. " 

And what have the strikers won? They have won 
the presence of a War Labor Board agent at the 
plant, who is accepted by the company as a medi- 


ator of differences between it and the unions. If 


the employes had pressed their case while remaining 
on the job, it is virtually certain that some such 


arrangement would have been worked out, In that 
event, ammunition production would not have been 
stopped, the company’s anti-union tactics would have 
been checked and labor would not have suffered the 
widespread condemnation it is receiving because of 
this indefensible strike. 


The cost of this strike enormously outweighs its 


gain. Labor’s war record has been good on the 
whole, but the two strikes at the cartridge plant 
are an indelible blot upon it. 
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MODIFICATION OF ALIEN-ENEMY RESTRICTIONS. 
There are 600,000 unnaturalized Italians in this 


country, but close investigation in the 10 months 
since Pearl Harbor has shown that only 228 of them 


had such records as to warrant internment. Attorney 


General Biddle fittingly chose Columbus day as the |; 
occasion for announcing that the stigma of “alien 
enemy” would shortly be lifted from the others. 


They will be relieved of the restrictions imposed at 
the beginning of the war, and will be free to do their 


share in the war program. 


‘The move is highly in order. As a group, the 
Italians in this country are loyal to America. They 
have no more use for Mussolini than native-born 
citizens have. In most cases, their status was due 
solely to neglect to become naturalized. This gave 


rise to such anomalous situations as that of Mr. and | 


Mrs. Louis Nulfo of St. Louis, who had lived in this 


country since childhood and have five sons in the 


Army, yet were subject to strict Federal controls as 
“enemy aliens.” 

Mr. Biddle said that extension of the liberalizing 
move to other alien groups is under consideration. 
It is to be hoped this will follow soon. There are 
thousands of German-born persons in this country, 
many of them refugees from the Nazi terror, who 
merit similar consideration. A checkup will show 
that the great majority among the Hungarian, Ru- 
manian, Bulgarian and Japanese groups are also 
loyal. ° 

The blanket orders were justified as an emergency 
measure, but the FBI is a better protectidn against 
the subversive few among the alien-enemy groups. 
We need the services of the others to help in the 
tremendous task of winning the war. 
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HIGHER FOOD PRICES. 

Once again the OPA-has announcéd a change in its 
rules which will mean an increase in food prices. 
The rise, it is estimated, will amount to about $70, 
000,000 a year—hardly a staggering amount when it 


is passed around among 130,000,000 persons, but 
nevertheless an increase and, psychologically, noth- 
ing to cheer about. 


More serious are the Government figures showing 


an increase of 9.8 per cent in uncontrolled food 
prices between the middle of May and the middle of 
August. Add a small,increase in controlled prices 
to this and the total is quickly noticed by the house- 
wife as she shops in the corner grocery store. 


Admittedly, the job of stabilizing prices is not an 


easy one. However, since the American people have 


been asked to buy war bonds, to accept wage-freez- 
ing, to pay higher taxes, etc., and, since they were 


told that prices would be stabilized as a further curb 
on inflation and to make their sacrifices bearable, 
the effort must be made in dead earnest—especially 
in connection with items still uncurbed. Flexible 
ceilings are a far cry from the sort of control called 
for by Bernard M. Baruch out of the fullness of his 
experience in the last war, and, certainly, they are 
not morale builders. . 
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THERE STILL IS A CHOICE. 
It was relatively easy for Dr. C. Rufus Rorem, 


director of the American Hospital Association's group 
service plan, to assume the role of prophet yesterday 
and to tell the association members that all of 
them had better supply voluntary hospital insurance 
or have the Government impose a compulsory system. 
Many have already provided voluntary insurance. 


The problem of medical and hospital care is no 


longer to be regarded as a personal one. It is a 
national problem. The extent of this country’s 
human waste was revealed when the Army had to 
reject 1,000,000 of the first 2,000,000 men called 
under the Selective Service Act. The developing 
manpower crisis is teaching us that we simply can’t 
afford this waste. The armed services and the war 
industries and the farmers can’t afford it. 


In peacetime, it can be tolerated only at the price 


of high unemployment and heavy outlays by our 
communities for public care. Further, in this de- 
mocracy of ours, everybody surely must have an 
opportunity to enjoy a healthy life. Prohibitive 
costs cannot be allowed to stand in the way. 


The experience of the group hospital plan—the 


so-called Blue Cross—shows that hospital care can be 
provided on a low-cost insurance basis and that 
people are eager to avail themselves of it when it 
is so offered. In seven years, the Blue Cross mem- 
bership rose from 100,000 to 10,000,000 persons ‘in 35 
states. Far from being a “socialized” demon, it has 
meant financial stability for many a hospital.

large white populations exist, as in 
Java and Sumatra, are now clear. 

During the period of “rehabilita- 
tion and stabilization,” the Japa- 
nese imprison the highest fune- 
tionaries and military officers, 
along with troops, both white and 
native. 

Complete disruption of economic 
life, after the conquest, means that 
the civilians must work for the 
Japanese or starve. The Japanese 
are holding out pledges of merciful 
treatment to enlist white civilians, 
or retain those already engaged, es- 
pecially technicians, granting them | °*#°¢ 
in return considerable freedom of 
movement but paying them in Jap- 
anese-fabricated inflationary guild- 
ers. 

The. duty of such employes, 
whose tenure the Japanese intend 
to be only temporary, is to, get 
smashed-up vital facilities, such as 
railroads, power plants and water- 
works, functioning again. If they 
refuse, or. accede only half-heart- 
edly, they go to concentration 
camps immediately and their fam- 
ilies are thereby forced to live 
from hand*to mouth. 

If they agree, they can stay at 
large as long as they are useful 
and as long as the Japanese have 
no Japanese or native executives to 
replace them. When this period 
passes, however, all are indiscrim- 
inately packed into concentration 
camps and their enterprises taken 
over by Japanese exploitation com- 
panies, like the Yokohama Specie 
Bank, 

Copying Nazis. 

The Japanese exploitation of 
technique is a faithful copy of the 
Germans in non-Slavic countries. 
The troops are kept well disci- 
plined; no cases of Dutch women 
being molested have occurred in 
Java. Looting is not by force but 
by pumping out of the printing 
press Japanese “guilders,” which 
preserves the illusion of gold- 
backed currency and enables the 
Japanese soldiers to buy anything 
regardless of price. ‘The object is 
to leave native or Dutch owners 
with their hands full of paper and 
the Japanese with their hands full 
of manufactured goods. A rise in 
prices makes no difference because 
the Japanese printing presses S’im- 
ply run faster and print more 
money. 

Like the Germans, the Japanese 
have had difficulty keeping the 
shops open because the natives 
prefer to shut the doors, take what 
articles remain and flee to the 
hills, making caches there, rather 
than to be continually cheated by 
this non-violent looting. The Jap- 
anese have decreed that all shops 
must remain open and that no 
articles be concealed. . The shop- 
keepers, getting poorer with every 
Japanese purchase, tried to cut 
down hours of business. Japanese 
army commanders retailiated with 
an order obliging all to remain 
open until 10 o’clock at night—four 
hours -beyond the usual closing 
time. 

The Dutch officer described how 
yawning proprietors, barely able 
to stay awake behind their coun- 


J 


ters, are obliged to keep them- 
selves available for Japanese pur- 
chasers during all but their actual 
hours in bed. 

As the phoney Japanese guilders 
are pumped out into circulation, 
Javanese who are _ intelligent 
enough ask what is their backing, 
since Dutch gold is safely in the 
United States, They are told that 
they are backed by Japanese bayo- 
nets. The depressed yen is never 
‘mentioned. Once in Javanese 
hands, the false guilders are legal 
tender and the Javanese are in a 
position to plunder each other 
exactly like the Balkan peoples 
vainly are trying to‘swaliow huge | 
quantities of Reichskreditkassen- 
scheine, or occupational marks. 
Such is he first monetary phase 
of Japan’s imperial policy. The 
best that can be said of it is that 
looting shops prevents looting 
homes, The Japanese simply skim 
the pay gold first from the surface 
of the inflationary stratum and 
leave the valueless residue to the 
person.of the body economic. 


The Second Stage. 

The second stage of plundering 
by manipulation now is opening in 
which merchants are offered a 
chance to exchange their valueless 
“guilders” for yen which they need 
in order to make purchases of 
wholesale Japanese goods to re- 
plenish their shelves. By compari- 
son with the Japanese guilder, the 
Japanese yen is solid gold. With 
the second stage of the exploitation 
under way, a host of carpet-bagger 
Japanese are beginning to arrive, 
offering to fill the .empty shelves 
with their gimcrack products. 
Since there is no competition, the 
merchant has the choice of buying 
Japanese or closing up his business 
and starving. The Japanese ad- 
ministration, when it gets back its 
own “guilders,” simply pays them 
out again in salaries and the whole 
paper chase begins again. 

The Dutch officer, whose hard- 
ships have not cost him his sense 


as he described how the Japanese, 
while pillaging shops, forced mer- 
chants in true totalitarian fashion 
to install “prosperity” displays in 
tseir windows. The Japanese held 
a competition, Fifth avenue style, 
for the most attractive shop win- 
dow, Many smart shops, which 
once catered to Dutch colonials, 
grown wealthy through oil, rubber 
and quinine, but whose most val- 
uable merchandise is now reposed 
in Japanese barracks and lockers, 
were ordered to compete. The 
Japanese army commander select- 
ed them, It was the same for all 
windows, whether frock shops or 
hardware. A cash prize—in paper 
Japanese guilders—was offered, 
but if a storekeeper failed to enter 
the competition he was fined, It 
was the first tryout in Java of 
the free competitive spirit of the 
superstate in which averything that 
is not forbidden is compulsory. 
Meantime, in many gardens dan- 
gle*the corpses of Malayans who 
had transgressed Japanese law. 
What was their crime, looting—in- 


dividual rather than totalitarian 
style?

ones on our front-line positions al- 


most every day.” 
The leaflet has photos of Premier 
Joseph V. Stalin with a cigarette 


ill alongside him with a scowling 


expression. Stalin is holding a 
platter on which lies a dead Rus- 
sian soldier whose blood is drip- 
ping over the edges. Stalin is say- 
ing, “My friend, Churchill, for the 
sake of our friendship I have sac- 
rificed millions of lives of Red 
Army men in the past year. How 
many more do you need?” 

On the back of the leaflet is 
printed—“Valid until the end of the 
war for an unlimited number of 
privates, commanders and workers 
of the Red Army. According to 
Hitler’s new order, those who sur- 
render voluntarily will be treated 
especially well, They will get a 
special certificate. The German 
command is not publishing lists of 
war prisoners.” Among other 
propaganda statements on the back 
of the leaflet is this question, “Did 
England and America help you on 
the scale that they promised? No.” 
Ignore Nazi Propaganda. 

Paviov said, “I can get you 
plenty more with the same theme. 
The Fascists have been dropping 
them for weeks now. Do you know 
that our men don’t even read 
them? They tear them up unless 1 
order them to save some for me.” 

We talked late that night. About

For the first year after grad- 
uation, these men work in the fac- 
tory at various appropriate tasks. 
Then they get a $10 per month 
salary boost and spend their sec- 
ond year on special projects which 
they may wish to follow perma- 
nently. After this second year of 


such interneship, they get another $10 per month increase and 
can carve out their own future with the company or go else- 


where to work.

Problems in 
Air Service 
By 


‘Logan Clendening, M. D. 


EWEST and most vigorous of 

the branches of military medi- 

cine is that of aviation. This is 
to be expected in view of the 
prominence which that branch of 
service has acquired. 

The fundamental medical prob- 
lem of aviation medicine is alti- 
tude. We assumé in saying this 
that the aviator has gone through 
the most rigid physical examina- 
tion of anyone in the service. His 
heart, eyes, ears, equilibrium ap- 
paratus, physiologic responses to 
environmental changes, all have. 
been subjected to special tests, 
many of them the result of special 
research. 

‘When a man has successfully 
passed these, he may indeed be 
considered super. But even this 
supreme physical specimen may 
have to undergo efivironmental 
changes in the course of a single 
flight which tests his endurance 
beyond its utmost capacity. These 
environmental] changes are due to 
altitude, rarification of air and 
consequent oxygen lack. 
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IT WAS, OF COURSE, a fairly 
simple thing to supply oxygen arti- 
fically by tanks and masks, al- 
though it has taken a long time to 
perfect a workable small, portable 
apparatus. The credit goes to Drs. 
W: M. Boothby and W. R. Love- 
lace, of the Mayo Clinic, Roches- 
ter, Minn. and Dr. A. H. Bul- 
bulian—the B. L. B, oxygen in- 
halation apparatus, 

The important question arises: 
At what height shall the flyer be 
instructed to begin oxygen in- 
halation? The old military regu- 
lation specified 15,000 feet, or at 
12,000 feet if for periods of two 
hours, or 10,000 feet if for periods 
of six hours. But this has been 
found under ‘present war condi- 
tions to be entirely too high. It 
has been found that aviation crews 
who fail to use their oxygen at 
6000 feet become easy prey to 
enemy planes, and show gross er- 
rors in judgment, mental lapses, 
lack of alertness and undue fa- 


tigue.

ANOTHER VERY serious acci- 
dent due to altitude flying is called 
aero-embolism. It is exactly the 
same essentially as the long-famil- 
iar diver’s caisson disease, which 
is called “the bends.” This occurred 
when divers who were subjected to 
more than one pressure of at- 
mosphere were suddenly taken up 
to air at sea level, They had se- 
vere pains in the muscles and 
joints, causing them to double up 
with cramps (hence “the bends”), 
which was proved to be due to the 
escape of air bubbles out of the 
blood into the muscle tissues, 

The aviator, of course, goes 
through exactly what the diver 
does, only in reverse. He rises 
from an air pressure of sea level 
to an altitude of' 16,000 or more 
feet; the pressure of gases in his 
blood is released, and the gases 
escape into the muscles. This oc- 
curs only when very high altitudes 
are attained. 

In treatment, the aviator has a 
great advantage over the diver, be- 
cause when he gets the bends he 
can descend to a lower level, where 
the pressure will equalize the air 
—2 of blood and tissue. But 
this only theoretical, because 
combat conditions may not allow 
him to descend, and the condition 
itself may bring on fatigue, or even 
coma, so that he cannot control 
his plane.
